Thoſe Things which God hath join'd 
together, let no Man ſeparate. - But 
as they are join'd together in Precept, 
ſo ler us join them together in Pra- 
Qice.z as we find them 14 together 
in the Text, ſo let them be knit toge- 
ther in our Hearts, and meet and kils 
each other in our Lives: So follow- 
ing Peace, that we do not forſake Ho- 
lneſs; and ſo following Holineſs, that 
we do not break Peace.

this Order, firſt Peace, then Holineſ r. 


So Chriſt himſelf ſeems to give Peace 
the Frecedency : If thou bring thy Gift 
tothe Altar, and there remembere#t that 
thy Brother bath ought againſt thee, 
leave there thy Gift before the Altar, 
and go thy Way ; firjt be reconcil d to 
” Brother, and then come. and offer

tion, that we ſhould pray for Kings, 


peaceable 75 in all Godlineſt and Ho- 
neſty, 1 Tim. 2. 2. Protection in 
Peace, is a great Means to proſper 
and promote Religion and Godlinefs. 
In Signification whereof, happily it 
was, that the Doors of the Oracle, or 
Holy of Holies,, were made of Olive- 


blem of Peace, to teach us, that by 
Peace we have an Entrance into Ho- 
lineſs. As on the contrary, there can- 
not be a ſtronger Bar, or a more fa- 
tal and forcible Oppoſition to Holi- 
neſs, than Strife and Contention ; for 
ſuch as are in the Gall of Bitterneſs, 
are uncapable of the Spirit of Holi- 
neſs, Act. 8. 23. Therefore, as we p 
muſt follow Peace and Holineſs, ſo in 
this Order, firſt Peace, then Holineſs I.

as that which makes us both capable 
of Holineſs, and acceptable to God in 
our Holineſs. And thus much in ge. 
neral, for the: Order and Connexion 
of thoſe two together, Peace and Ho- 
lineſs.

As for the Peare of our own State, 
whether in Reſpe& of Peace Abroad, 
or Peace at Home, this Exhortation 
to follow Peace, may ſeem needleſs 
unto us Peace hath ſo long follow d, 
and doth yet hold and embrace us in 
her Arms, the Terrors of the Sword 
are not upon us, but we dwell in the 
Tabernacles of Peace, and fit in Saf- 
ty every Man under his Vine, and 
under his Fig: tree; we build, and 
plant, and ſow, and reap, and buy, 
and ſell, and lje down, and rife up, 
and liye, and die, and go to our 
Graves in Peace, and there is none to 
make us afraid; bleſſed be the God 
of Peace for it, and happy we if we 
knew the Bleſkng of it; but we have

good Things whereof: we know not 
the Worth, till we feel the Want. 
Therefore, tho we have Peace, yet 
let us follow: Peace ; follow it with 
our Prayers, and with our Thanks; 
with our Thanks to God for that 
bleſſed Peace which we have ſo long 
enjoy d, and for our peaceful King, 
under whole gracious Government we 
have ſo long enjoy d it, and ſo mam 
good Things with it; and likewiſe 
with our Prayers to God for the hap- 
py Continuance both of it and him, 
that Peace, and abundance of Pence, 
may dwell in our Land, and de con- 
tinu'd with us for ever, as long a9 the

But 
we mult tell them again, that he that 
will not be a Saint, a mortify'd Saint 
on Earth, ſhall never be a Saint, a- 
plorify'd Saint in Heaven. And he 
that will not be ſo-ſullen, as to be holy, 
for fear of looſing the Comfort of good 
Company, (as they call it) ſnall never 
be ſo happy as to enjoy the bleſſed Com- 
fort and Company of God and his holy 
Angels.
